3. Claims 1-3, 11-12, 20-22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 

anticipated by Harris et al. (US 6164531). 

Regarding claim 1 , Harris shows: 

A housing (i.e. 100); 

A processor (620); 

A compartment (330); 

A sliding coupling (320) in the compartment (330) to slidingly receive a removable

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Regarding claim 11, Harris shows the steps of: 

Providing a phone (i.e. 100) including a compartment (330) to receive replaceable 
modules (300, figs. 11-14); 

Providing a plurality of replaceable modules (300, figs. 11-14) having different 
capabilities that can be slid into the compartment (330). 

Regarding claim 21, Harris shows: 
A housing (i.e. 100); 
A processor (620); 

A compartment (330) formed in the housing (100) to pluggingly receive a module (300); 
An electrical connection (315) between the compartment (330) and the processor (620). 

Regarding claims 2-3, 12, 20, 22, 24, Harris shows: 

The removable module (300, figs. 11-14) which is a display (see figs. 11-14); 
The plug-in connection (see 315).
